The immediate bearing of the Ohio cam- 
paign is on the contest of 1892.

THREE STORMS IN TEXAS 


Which Badly Damaged the Growing Crops— 
Report of the Signal Service. 

GaLvrston,Tex., May 22.—Signal Officer Dr. 
T. M. Olere has made and rendered to the cot- 
ton exchange, at the request of its members, a 
special report on the storm of the 17th instant 
and the damage done growing crops. Dr. Clere 
finds that there were three distinct storms ac- 
companied by hail. In Hopkins, Lamar and 
Fannin counties 10,000 acres, planted in cot- 
ton, grain and fruits were badly damaged— 
one third of cotton, two thirds grain and one 
half of the fruiticrop being destroyed. Twelve 
thousand acres of cotten, wheat, corn and 
oats in cultivation in Montague, Clark, Den- 
ton and Greyson counties were leveled to the 


ground. 

The third storm made its ap ce in 
western Texas and in Parker, etherford 
Travis and Bastrot counties. This storm laid 
waste nearly 2,000 acres, 1,000 of which was in 
cotton. Dr. Clete says in conclusion: 

It is hardly probable that over 25,000 acres in 
cultivation were in ary way seriously affected by 
these storms.

TEN CONVICTS KILLED 


BY AN EXPLOSION OF GAS IN PRAIT 
MINES. : 


The Miners Dug Into an Old Chamber Filled 
with Gas, an Ignition Takes Place and 
the Lives Are Lost. 


Binmincuam, Ala., May 22.—At the Pratt 
mines today an explosion of gas in a shaft 
where the convicts are worked, killed ten 
negro convicts and one free miner named Tom 
Moore. It is believed that the men had in 
some way knocked off a plank from the door, 
which stood across an old chamber, 
and on which the word gas was 
written. The gas rushed ont and 
caught firefromalamp. The officers of the 
company went to the rescue and worked to 
save the men, but were themselves suffocated 
and narrowly escaped, being dragged out un- 
conscious. The bodies of the dead have 
all been recovered. The mines are not consid- 
ered in danger from gas as a rule, and this is 
the first accident of the sort jin a long time. 
Two life convicts worked faithfully with the 
rescuing party. f

CHAINED IN A CABIN. 


Kentucky. 

LoutsviLLx, Ky., May 22.—The story of a 
brutal, ravishing murder and swift vengeance 
on the murderers comes from Sandy Hook, a 
mountain town near Ashland, in eastern Ken- 
tucky. Near Sandy Hook Maud Fleener died 
recently from being thrown by her horse and 
ravished by George and John Wilcox, broth- 
ers, who had been her suitors. She had prom- 
ised to marry Amos Queen, who had met her 
while she was teaching school near Sandy 
Hook, and about three weeks ago started to 
visit a friend near where she had taught. The 
Wilcoxes were passing the road she traveled, 
saw her coming, hid in the bushes and scared 
her horse. The horse ran away. She was 
thrown and had both legs broken. 
The Wilcoxes picked her up un- 
conscious, revived her, drew straws 
as to which she should be compelled to marry, 
bore her to a cabin, and demanded that she 
should marry John, to whose lot she fell. She 
refused, and fainted. They tried te set her 
legs, and kept her a prisoner in the cabin, 
When found by her brother and affiancee, she 
said the Wilcoxes did it, and died soon after- 
ward. 

Examination showed that she had beén 
chained to the cabin wall, and had also been 
outraged. The Wilcoxes were captured and 
confessed, whereupon they were shot to death 
by the brother and lover. They explained in 
their confession that they chained the girl be- 
cause she bad attempted to escape.

SUICIDE OF A MEBOHANT, 


A Nephew of General Vilas Takes His 
Life. 

Mrurnis, Tenn., May 22.—The Hill Shoe 
Company failed yesterday, and William Vilas 
Hill, president of the company, immediately 
thereafter committed suicide. The failure of 
the firm was directly due to the failure of the 
Lynn Davis Shoe Company, which owed the 
Hill Shoe Company between $300,000 and 
$400,000. President Hl received a tele 
gram from the Lynn firm about 4 o’clock 
yesterday advising him to assign to protect 
himself. He gave orders soon after that this 
be done, and without a word left the store. He 
went direct to his home on Pontotoc street, 
reaching there about 6 o’clock. 

Climbing over the rear fence he entered the 
house by the back door and went to his room, 
Here he undressed, and taking a Winchester 
rifle from its position over the fireplace, went 
to the bathroom, where he shot him- 
self. No member of Hill’s family

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Private Execution at Waycross—The

WoIrcnoss, Ga., May 22.—{Special.]—Ben- 
 . Jamin Chambers was privately executed here 
today. After eating a hearty breakfast, _the

. prisoner spent the balance of the time praying 


and holding interviews with his friends. To 
nis spiritual advisers he expressed a godly sor- 
row for his crime. He said that he would not 
Have taken Strother’s life had he not been 
on by a person who was with him in 

tho house at the time. 

At 11:30 o’cleck Chambers was brought to 
the front door of the jailon the way to the 
gallows. Here he was permitted to speak for 
a few minutes to the crowd outside. 

At the conclusion of his remarks negro women 

- commenced screaming and he was hurried 
into the jailyard. Services were conducted 
underneath the gallows by Rev. D. Moore, and 
Ben Green, colored, winding up with a pathetic 
farewell to the prisoner. 

Chambers then asked the sheriff how much 
more time he had. The sheriff replied: 

. “T-winty-tive minutes.“ 

Chambers then gave out the hymn: Death 
Is the Gate of Endless Joy,” etc., lining; it 
himself, though very imperfectly, at the con- 
clusion of which he again asked the sheriff 
how much more time. | 

„I will allow you ten minutes more,“ said 
the sheriff. 

CHAMBERS’S LAST SPEECH. 

Chambers then proceeded to make a speech, 
very little of which could be distinctly under- 
stood. He wound up by requesting the two 
colored ministers to preach his funeral, and 
the people to meet himin heaven, and take 
Warning. 

At 11:56 o’clock the prisoner ascended the 
gallows and Sheriff Miller then proceeded to 
read the death warrant, after which the rope 
‘was adjusted and the black cap drawn over 
his face. 

THE TRAP SPRUNG- 

At exactly 12 o’clock and 40 seconds Sheriff 
Miller sprung the trap, and Chambers fell 
eight feet. After a little drawing of his legs 
and contracting of the muscles the body swung, 
apparently dead, but it was fully fifteen min- 
utes before the heart ceased to beat. 

At 12:17 o’clock the body was cut down, and 
Drs. Walker and Falks proceeded to examine 
the neck. 

Several groans were heard as this was being 
done, and he was at first thought to be still 
alive, but upon further examination it was 
found that his neck was broken, and the 
groans were caused by the pressure of the doc- 
tors’ hands upon the chest. 

Chambers was dead. 

The body will be sent tonight to the Atlanta 
medical college. 

BEN CHAMBERS’S CRIME. 

Ben Chambers was charged with the foul 
murder of his fellow-laborer, Sam Strother, at 
Burns’s turpentine still in Ware county, 
Georgia, in November, 1890. He was em- 
ployed on this farm as a turpentine chipper. 
For some cause he had become dissatisfied and 
decided to move away. With this intention 
he disposed of his furniture to Samuel 
Btrother, a fellow-laborer. 

After paying for the furniture, Strother con- 
sidered the bargain made, and supposing 
Chambers had left, went to Chambers’s house 
to take away the furniture. He found Cham- 
bers there, who forbade his taking the furni- 
ture away on the ground that he, Chambers, 
had decided to remain. 

This Strother did not heed, and picked up 
a part of a bedstead and started out of the door. 
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When Strother had gone a short distance from 


the house, Chambers secured a turpentine ax 
and slipped up. behind Strother and dealt him 
an unmerciful blow, sending the blade of the 
ax in his back. Strother dropped the bed. 
stead and started to run in the direction of the 
commissary of the still. 
Chambers, not satisfied with the brutal blow 
he had already dealt Strother, followed him 
up and struck Strother a blow while he was 
gasping for breath, completely severing the 
arm and shoulder from the body. Strother 
soon expired. 

Chambers was immediately taken in charge 
by the colored people in that neighborhood 
and delivered to the sheriff. Chambers 
claimed to have been raised in South Caro- 
lina, in the neighborhood of Chesterfield and 
Mount Croghan. 

A Bungling Job in Nebraska. 

Omana, Neb., May 22. A special to The 
Bee from Broken Bow says: Albert Haven- 
stein, murderer of William Ashley and 
Hiram Roten, was hanged at 1:30 o’clock this 
afternoon. When the trap was sprung Hav- 
enstein’s body shot down six feet. There was 
a snap and groan and the body fell tothe 

d. The rope had broken. Havenstein, 
conscious, was at once picked up by the 
sheriff and his deputies and brought back to 
the gallows. The rope was doubled and the 
trap was again sprung. This time his neck 
was broken and death was painless. 

Fully 5,000 people had gathered from the 
surrounding country, butin order to witness 
the hanging they were obliged to resort to 

mob violence. A stockade sixteen feet high 
dad been erected around the gallows, just out- 
side the jail. The crowd made a dash at the 
frail structure, and in a twinkling it was com- 
pletely torn down, exposing the gallows to 
view. As soon as this was accomplished the 
_ towd became orderly, and Sheriff Jones con- 
_ ducted the prisoner from jail. He was ac-

Great Interest Taken in the Case—The Argu- 
ment of the Lawyers—A Verdict. 
of Not Guilty. 


BAINBRIDGE, Ga., May 22.—[Special.]—The 
case of the state against L. F. Shuford, charged 
with assault with intent to rape, was called up 
before Judge Bower in the superior court 
Tuesday morning last for trial. Colonels W. 
M. Hammond, of Thomasville, and D. A. 
Russell, with Solicitor Spence, appeared for 
the state, and Messrs. A. L. Hawes and W. 
M. Howell for the defense. 2) 

The courtroom was literally packed with 
those anxious to know the result of the trial of 
a case that has attracted so much interest in 
this section. Both es announcing y; 


empaneling a jury, a num of wit- 
nesses oo a . on both sides, and the 
taking of testimony took most of the afternoon. 

Colonel D. A. Russell made the first 9 — 
for the state and was followed by W. M. How- 
ell, which consumed the balance of the day. 
Judge Bower gave a recess until 8 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, leaving the jury in charge of 
the sheriff and his deputies. 

Promptly at the hour the court met, and, 
the jury being in their places, Colonel Hawes 
began his speech, which proved to be an elo- 
quent appeal for the defendant, and it doubt- 
less had a decided effect on the sympathies of 
the jury. He was followed by Colonel Ham- 
mond, for the prosecution, who held both the 
j as well as the audience for over an hour 
under his werful and logical deductions 
from the evidence, so that when he finished 
the audience seemed to be about equally 
divided in opinion as to what the verdict 
would be. 

Judge Bower then gave his charge, review- 
ing the evidence and dissecting it carefully and 
impartially. The jury retired to their room, 
— in about an hour returned a verdict of not 
guilty, the state failing to clear their minds, 
by the evidence, of the doubt that Shuford was 
the man who made the assault. 

He was then arraigned on an indictment for 
burglary, but there not being sufficient evi- 
dence to convict, the solicitor on his own mo- 
tion asked a verdict of acquittal.

THE OLD MAN SHOT 


By a Prisoner While on the 
Town. 

LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., May 22.—[ Special.] 
One of the most brutal and fiendish attacks 
known to the criminal records of. this county 
was perpetrated this afternon upon Uncle 
David Carter, an old, peaceable and respected 
citizen of Ben Smith’s district, who is consta- 
ble of that district, by a negro prisoner in his 
custody. 

When they were within two miles of this 
place, he snatched the old man’s pistol out of 
his belt and shot athim six times, one ball 
passing through the wrist, After he had 
emptied his revolver he beat him over the 
head with itin an unmerciful manner. A 
posse is after him and he will probably be 
caught and severely dealt with. 

Old man Carter is a highly respected citizen 
and is as brave asa lion. He had the negro 
chained to him, and did not let go his hold 
until he was completely prostrated from the 
effects of the pistol shot. The Ben Smith peo- 
ple will hang the negro as high as Haman if 
he is caught. He is a ginger-cake negro, about 
six feet tall, and weighs about 100 pounds. He 
was wearing a black straw hat and red shirt. 
His name is Bob Lewis.

THE COLORED BRANCH COLLEGE, 


Chairman Meldrim Indignant Over a Mis- 
statement. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., May 22.—[Special.}]— Chair- 
man Meldrim, of the commission in charge of 
the colored branch college, was highly indig- 
nant this morning when Tar ConstITUuTION 
correspondent called on him, at a news dispatch 
sent out from Atlanta, stating that the com- 
missioners and the state officials had been guilty 
of some form of ng inimical to the in- 
terests of the college. 

“It is an outrageous and dastardly piece of 
business,” said he, for anyone to attempt to 
instill such ideas into the minds of the colored 
people, and if I did not believe them too sen- 
sible to pay any attention to such frothings, 
I would fear that it might injure 
the cause of the college. As it 
is, all I desire to say is that the man who 
would send out a dispatch insinuating that the 
governor of the state, the officials of the unl- 


versity and the members of this commission 


were making use of the colored college as a 
means of barter or for any other than 
the good of the colored people, should be 
looked after.“ 

In reference to the future of the college Mr. 
Meldrim stated that in all probability, it 
would be permanently located here. The 
question of the site will be disposed of on June 
16th. At that time new bids will be presented 
by this city and Americus. The former selec- 
tion of this city was conditionally upon the 
people complying with their 3 in 
thirty days.

“PBereafter the Convention Will Meet Bien- 
nially, and All Members Must 
~Have Insurance. 


Captain J. H. Latimer, southeastern pas- 
benger agent of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis, returned yesterday from St. Louis, 

where he has in attendance upon the 
twenty-third annual sesfion of the Order of 
Railway Conductors, 
Captain Latimer is a permanent member of 
the convention, anti heand D.M. Vining, 
| delegate from the local order, formed At- 
lanta's representation in the St. Louis meet- 
ing. 
The Order of Railway Conductors has a 
membership of 20,000, in round numbers, and 
it wields no little influence in the railroad 
world. It has an insurance feature. which 
makes it greatly more beneficial than merely 
as a fraternal organization. 

Ten days were spent in the recent ¢conven- 
tion, which was in many respects one of the 

most important that the order has ever held. 
Atlanta, as usual, was accorded her share of 
prominence in the meeting. 

Captain Latimer was elected a member of 
the insurance committee, and also ex-officio 
member of the board of directors. 

Mr. Vining, the Atlanta delegate, was also 
tomplimented by being made one of the speak- 
ers at the big public reception, upon which 
oecasion the other speakers were the governor 
of Missouri, the mayor of St. Louis and the 
grand chief and grand officers of the conven- 
tion. 

“The St. Louis convention,” said Mr. Lati- 
mer yesterday, “was a notable one in many 

| features. In the first place, the people of the 

» city just turned themselves loose to make us 
have a good time socially, and they succeeded 
to such a degree that some of the boys are 
still there enjoying themselves, although the 
convention adjourned on Wednesday night. 

“There were complimentary excursions 
everywhere, one on the river, two or three on 
the elevated road, and before I left an excur- 
sion train of ten Pullman sleepers filled with 
400 conductors pulled out for Texas. This ex- 
cursion goes to San Antonio, Galveston, Hot 
Springs and other interesting points, bringing 
the conductors back to St. Louis, from where 
they separate for their homes.

They were escorted 
through the cémetery by Mr. W. J. Garrett, 
Mr. T. J. Hightower, Mr. J. T. Pendleton and 
Mr. Ed McBurney, of the cemetery company, 
and were given évery opportunity to study the 
situation. After the party returnedſto the city 
hall, Mr. Hendrix said: 3 

“I’m more in favor of the city owning its 
own cemetery now than ever before.” 

Why so?“ he was asked. 

Because it would cost the people less, and 
then we could manage it just as we want 
to do.. 

Isn't Westview managed correctly?“ 

“Oh, yes, There's no objection to the man- 
agement. In fact, I doubt whether the city 
could manage its own as well. But then it 
would be our own property, and that’s lots in 
the Jong run.” 

Mon think lets are too high out there?“ 

‘Decidedly too high when compared with 
what Atlanta has charged. In Westview the 
cheapest lot one can get is 8x8 feet, that is sixty- 
four square feet, and itis priced tous at $16.

kind are between them. Then we are charged

WHITEHALL STREET LINE. 


Mr. Hurt Talks About the Changing of the 
Line to Electricity—Poles and Rails 
‘Baling Distetbuted. 


The work of changing the horse car lines to 
electric lines is rapidly assuming business-like 
proportions, 

Almost before the people of Atlanta are 
aware of it the hayburners will be a thing of 
the past, and in their places we will have ele- 
gant, easy riding electric cars covering the city 
in every direction. 

Less than thirty days ago the consolidated 
company made its first move, and Mr. Hurt 
Says that by the Ist of June at least one mile 
of the new electric system will be completed. 

Already the company has finished its track 
laying in West End, and the electrical equip- 
ment is also in position, so that if necessary, 
cars could be run on Park, Lee and Gordon 
streets at twenty-four hours’ notice. 

The company has done in thirty days what 
it was under bond to do in sixty days. 

And we intend to keep this lick up,” says 
Mr. Hart. 

While this sort of work is going on on the 
streets we are mapping out and planning other 
parts of the work in our offices. We are study- 
ing the schedules to be put on, sothat when 
the time arrives everything will move off in 
clock-work order. 

Wo bave given our orders for cars in order 
to have them on hand at the proper time, and 
are preparing to build carhouses to accommo- 
date 100 cars as a starter. 

‘Poles are going up on Whitehall street, 
iron and ties are being distributed, and it will 
de only afew days before we will put a big 
squad of hands to work tearing up the old 
tracks and laying the new ones. We shall use 
no old material, but will put in everything 
first-class, and when completed there will not 
be any better electric lines in the country. 

Wo are unloading 10,000 crossties and dis- 
tributing poles on Marietta street. Our work 
may be delayed a few days by reason of the 
fact that the people from whom we get our 
iron failed to ship us the necessary chairs used 
to support the rails, but we do not anticipate 
any serious trouble on this account. 

„In making the change on Whitehall, which 
is the first, said Mr. Hurt, we will do our 
utmost to inconvenience the traveling public 
as little as possible. It is likely that we shall 
begin tearing up at the other end, following 
closely with the electric construction so that 
passengers will have to walk as short a dis- 
tance as possible in making transfers. You 
see we.can put electric cars on the other end 
at any time now, and as fast as the old tracks 
are torn up extend them this way, the elec- 
trical equipment not interfering with the 
change in the roadbed.”’ 

Mr. Hurt was asked about the power plants. 

“At present work is going forward rapidly 
on our big plant at Lynch’s old quarry, and we 
are having plans made for the enlargement of 
the plant of the Fulton County lines. The 
plant building at Lynch’s quarry is to have a 
capacity of 3,000 horse power, 2,000 of which 
will be put in at the start. The work is being 
pushed night and day. This plant, with the 
Fulton County plant, will give us enough 
power for a beginning, until we have enough 
work done to warrant the building of still 
another plant, which is being planned. We 
are working from all ends of the line, and 
everything will be focused at the proper 
time.“ 

The tracklaying and grading of the company 
is in charge of Mr. S. T. Walker, who so suc- 
cessfully supervised the Inman Park line, and 
the electrical equipment is being superin- 
tended by Mr. Crowley. 

Besides the work on Whitehall street and in 
West End the extension in Inman Park is 
being pushed forward with a rush, nearly all 
of the territory granted the company there 
having already been covered with tracks.

And the Detectives Are Now of the Opinion 
that She Was Poisoned—Dr. Hammond, 


Why did Josephine Fuller die? 

Atlanta’s detective department isnow trying 
toanswer that question. 

And Coroner Davis will assist today. 

The coroner’s hand will be composed of an 
exhumation and an autopsy. ‘ 

Three weeks ago Josephine Fuller, a comely 
looking negro woman, died at her home in the 
eastern part of the city. Her death, though 
not sudden, was the result of a very 
brief and painful illness, and after 
the body had been laid away in Southview 
cemetery, her mother suddenly electrified 
those present by excliming: 

“My child, my God, my child was 


| poisoned.” 


Then to those who came away from the 
cemetery in the same carriage with her she 
made a statement the investigation 
of which has kept the detective 
department busy since that state 
ment was repeated to Chief Connolly a week 
or ten days ago. 

To those around her Susan Quarterman, the 
mother of the dead woman, said that a few 
days before her daughter’s death one of the 


some of it. Others about the table with her 
daughter ate of the same dish, and that 
all who ate of it were quickly 
and simultaneously attacked with fearful 
pains, persistent vomiting and high fever. Dr. 
Joel F. Hammond was hastily summoned, 80 
the Quarterman woman went on tosay, and 
did all he could to give relief. The doctor, 
however, realized at once that the woman 
was in a dangerous condition and was power- 
less in his efforts to save her life. 

The story reached Chief Connolly and at 
once the chief called Captain Couch into the 


case. 

The head of the detective party began by 
calling on Dr. Hammond.or rather by securing 
a written statement from the doctor. In that 
statement Dr. Hammond said: 

J knew from the moment I saw the unfor- 
tunate woman that she would not recover. 
Her case was utterly hopeless.”’ 

Touching the symptoms the doctor wrote: 

They were indicative of arsenic, or poison- 
ing by arsenic. I thought at the time, and yet 
believe, that the peculiar symptoms, followed 
as they have been by the sequela of arsenious 
poisoning, ought to give special weight and 
special credence to believe the apprehensions 
of the dead woman and her family.“ 

In the event,” the doctor goes en in his 
letter you deem further investigation neces- 
sary I stand ready to assist you in any way.“ 

think.“ he says, and speak only for my- 
self the symps as I witnessed the deceased 
woman’s expiring moments smacked of foul 

lay.“ 
. In a postscript to his letter the doctor says: 

“The sale of Rough on Rats

The letter was an eye opener to the chief of 
detectives. 

It startled him almost. 

One of Atlanta’s physicians gave it as his 
opinion that the woman had dicd of arsenic 
poison and he saw work before him. 

Detective Crim was put upon the case, and 
last night he succeeded in closing his case. 

‘But it remains yet for his department to 
locate and arrest the suspected parties and 
then convict them. 

The most important link in the chain of 
evidence to secure a conviction will be 
the fact that poison caused the death. 

Today that point will be investigated.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, May 22.—The stock market displayed 
unexpected activity and strength today, and the result 
of the day’s operations is to leave almost everything 
materially higher than last evening. 

A check was given to the upward movement fn the 
first hour by further actual taking of gold for export, 
and while traders were fighting the rise with all the 
vim in their power, they could do nothing more than 
give a temporary check to the upward movement. 
The west then appeared in the market as buyer, and 
notwithstanding the adverse influences mentioned, 
another spurt was made in the early afternoon, which 
carried prices up rapidly and materially, the net ad- 
vince at the time being over 2 per cent in many of the 
leading shares. The improvement was specially well 
distributed among the leading stocks, and while St. 
Paul maintained its lead in the matter of activity, 
others were equally as prominent in the upward move- 
ment. New life was given industrials, and both 
Cordage and Sugar rose with the rest of the market, 
the former again crossing one hundred. The coalers 
were again strong, and recovered not only their losses 
of yesterday, but scored a material gain as well. The 
afternoon rise brought everything up to higher figures 
than have been attained in many days, and while there 
was a usual realization of profits on advance of the 
dgy in the last hour, it made only a slight impression 
upon prices, and even this was neutralized before the 
close of business, which was active and strong at the 
highest prices reached. The first prices were, in 
simost all cases, lowest, and the last the highest.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the ‘Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, May 22.—Thefact that predicted severe 

frosts in Iowa and Wisconsin did not appear last night 
and the continued growing rains in the wheat belt de- 
veloped the crop of bear sentiment on the board of 
trade which carried down the price of July option 1%c 
at the close, in comparison with the. final figures of 
yesterday. July opened at 1016 101, against 101% at 
the close of yesterday, with many brokers in posses- 
sion of selling orders. The trade was bearish and it 
was at work to drive the market below the “‘put price.” 
July broke early to 100%. New York sent a steady 
stream of selling orders, and the downward movement 
was resumed and not stayed till 99% was reached, 
when it reacted, and then sold again at 90% This 
break induced so much short selling that the crowd 
was very easily frightened into buying its wheat back 
again, and July improved to 10096. The selling at this 
price was enough to break it back to 100, where it 
closed. 
Corn was very weak, principally on account of the 
favorabie crop-news and heavy receipts of contract 
trade today. July started at 55%, touched 65%, and 
then sold off to 55% at the close. 

Oats sympathized closely with corn, though the close 
was e above the bottom price. 

Provisions were not as weak relatively as grains. 


There was little show of strength early, but along with 


the break in grains and the liberal receipts of hogs 

ultimately weakened with everything on the list.
